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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Amendment 

1 . The amendment to the claims filed on 1 5 September 2003 does not comply with 
the requirements of 37 CFR 1.121(c) because 

• a complete listing of all the claims is not present (including the canceled claim 
20); and 

• each claim has not been provided with the proper status identifier, and as such, 
the individual status of each claim cannot be verified.
